— "Committee who framed the Declarations of Eights and 
State Constitution. George Gilmer, educated in Scotland." 
George Gilmer had his academic education at William and 
Mary and studied medicine in Scotland. Joseph Jones prob- 
ably studied at William and Mary. The name of Patrick 
Henry is omitted by mistake from the committee. So Bar- 
tholomew Dandridge probably studied at William and Mary, 
the earliest records being defective. 

Page 7. — John Coalter was educated at William and Mary College, 
according to his own letter. 

Page 9. — William H. Eoane was educated at William and Mary Col- 
lege. 

Page 43.— This letter of Col. Nathaniel Burwell was to his brother 
James Burwell, of King's Creek, York county, Va. The 
address is omitted by mistake. 

Page 158. — In last line "Bristol Becord office" should be British 
Record office.
